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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment of May 03, 2004 does not render the application allowable 
because it atten^ts to introduce new matter through the amended drawings and raises 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, issues through the amended and original claims. 



2. The drawings were received on May 03, 2004. These drawings are not acceptable. 
Applicant's substitute Figures 1-4, 12, 13, and 16 attempt to add new matter to Applicant's 
original disclosure. Substitute Figure 1 , for example, changes the shape of electrode 8 and adds 
a second plate 10. Substitute Figure 4 adds a new, unlabeled, (white box) on top of layer 13, 
removes the left portion of plate 2 that extended beyond the left edge of layer 13, and has the left 
edge of layer 9 located to the right of the left edge of layer 9. Substitute Figures 13 (a) and (b) 
not only add new matter but are also inconsistent. Substitute Figiffe 13(a) shows protrusions 
beyond the edges of the sensor not shown in substitute Figure 13(b). If Applicant desires entry 
of these figures he must provide support for the changes.

4. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as 

the invention: 

a) Claim 1 recites the limitation "the end of said opening" in line 15. There is insufficient 



b) Claim 1 recites the limitation "the edge of the biosensor" in line 15. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim: and 

c) Claim 10 lists several acronyms that have not been defined in the specification (this 
rejection was also made in the Office action of February 03, 2004). 

5. Note that dependent claims will have the deficiencies of base and intervening claims.
